All 
slaughtering of meat animals by 
slaughterers, packers, wholesalers, 
retailers and farmer producers is 
under the same control as during 
meat rationing, With the exception 
of farmers slaughtering for their 
own consumption, all meat must be 
slaughtered under Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board permit Defatting 
of beef and stamping of all meat 
is still required. Hog quotas are 
still in effect in the same areas as 
heretofore and monthly reports of 
all animals slaughtered, together 
with dressed weights are now re-
